The Applicant requests review of the Patent Term Adjustment (PTA) calculation for the 
above-identified application, because the term adjustment may be longer than indicated. The issued 
patent indicates a Patent Term Adjustment of 448 days. In view of the decision in Wyeth v. Dudas, 
2008 U.S. Dist. Lexis 76063 (D.D.C., Sept. 30, 2008), the Applicant believes that the correct 
determination is currently 448 days (the "A" delays minus Applicant's delay) plus 977 days, which 
is the number of days between November 17, 2006 (three years from the filing date) and the date 
upon which the above-identified application issued (July 21, 2009, the "B" delays). The "A" delays 
and "B" delays do not overlap, since the 448 day "A" delay occurred before November 17, 2006 
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(three years from the filing date), and the "B" delay occurred after November 17, 2006. See Wyeth 
V. Dudas. Please review the PTA calculation and advise the undersigned of the result.
